Detroit, Sept. 20.—(U.R)—A m ysteri­ 
ous Fire which crackled through the 
silken hangings of one of 
D etroit’s 
most exclusive night clubs took at 
least 16 lives today and injured 55 
persons. 
The luxurious interior of the Study 
Club, on Vernor Highway in the cen­ 
ter of the downtown district, /w as 
hollowed out by the flames 
as 
IOO 
panic-stricken patrons dived for exits, 
leaping from windows 
and 
risking 
broken bones to escape. 
An early check-up at the morgue, 
w here 16 bodies were taken, revealed 
the following dead had been identified: 
Wallace K rueger of G rand Rapids, 
an entertainer in the club. 
B erth a Manning, 25, atten d a n t in 
the w om en’s cloakroom. 
Morris Manning, orchestra leader. 
E. D. Stefford, waiter. 
J. G. K aufm an. 
W averly Green. 
H. B. Smith, 
la w re n c e Luther. 
H errick A. Brown. 
The bodies of five men 
and 
two 
women still were unidentified. 
Firem en advanced the theory th a t 
the blaze m ight have started in the 
basem ent where rubbish accum ulated 
after the club was redecorated. Police, 
however, were investigating a report 
th at a bomb explosion caused the fire 
Firem en 
who smashed 
their way 
into the second-floor cloakroom found 
25 persons, the living piled w ith the 
dead. 
The extension of the building was 
only slightly damaged. 
All the heat 
and sm oke were concentrated in the 
interior. 
D am age was estim ated at 
$35,000. 
As the flames fum ed 
and 
sputtered 
up 
the 
silken 
hangings 
deadly gases were thrown off. 
Res 
cuers found several of the dead had 
been asphyxiated. 
Passersby volunteered to aid in the 
rescue work. 
Among them was John 
Duvall Dodge, a m em ber of the auto­ 
mobile 
m an u factu rer’s 
family, 
who 
groped his way through the sm oke 
and was slightly burned. 
Ja c k C ar­ 
ney, his companion, also was slightly 
h u rt after carrying injured and dead 
from the building. 
Receiving hospital, where m ost of 
the injured were taken, was crowded, 
and physicians there said a t least five 
m ight die from burns. 
W hen the first smoke spiralled up 
the stairway, the patrons of the club 
dashed for the doors. 
The 25 trapped 
in the cloakroom apparently tried to 
retrieve costly garm ents 
before 
es 
caping, but were unable to m ake their 
w ay out of the second-floor room. 
In

storm ed the windows. 
Two m en and 
a woman, who jumped from a win­ 
dow, wrere taken to the hospital with 
broken legs. 
Others followed, m ost 
of them escaping serious injury. 
Once firemen had beaten down the 
flames to the main room, they soon 
had the blaze under control. As vic­ 
tims, m any with their clothing burned 
off, continued to straggle out of the 
building, a search was 
started 
for 
bodies and possible survivors. On the 
small dance floor was found the body 
of a cigarette girl, her arm s w rapped 
around her tray. 
All available fire apparatus in the 
city was sent to the club, and the 
staff of receiving hospital im m ediately 
began to m uster physicians and nurses 
from other institutions to aid. 
M artin Conn, owner of 
the 
club, 
was questioned by Inspector H enry J. 
Garvin of the crime and bomb squad. 
Cohn told police he believed the fire 
had been caused by a bomb, because 
he left the building shortly before the 
blaze and there was no indication of 
a fire then. 
Bobby Jackson, a club employe, who 
left with Cohn, also was questioned, 
but his statem ent was not divulged. 
Last year there were reports here 
th a t there was friction between Cohn 
and Louis Riccardi, owner of Luigi’s 
cabaret, over patronage, but the dif­ 
ferences were said to have been ad­ 
justed. 
Cohn said he left his club to 
go to Luigi’s which was to have been 
opened for the w inter season.

How Deep Does Frost Go? 


T h e D i s p a t c h has been asked how deep frost penetrates in 
winter. 
This is a question which will cause considerable discus­ 
sion and depends on the character of the ground. 
Plumbers are good judges of the depth of frost as they do 
much digging in wintertime. 
But even among plumbers there is 
a variation of opinions. 
One has said that the average depth is 
five feet. 
The character of the ground also governs the freezing 
depth. 
Tightly packed ground like street surfaces carries the 
frost to greater depth than loose ground. 
A county highway maintenance man claims that much mois­ 
ture stored in the ground will result in greater freezing, while a 
dry year will not carry frost so deep. 
Another maintains that 
barren ground and a light snowfall in the winter will contribute 
to deeply frozen ground. 
Last year with its fairly light snowfall and steady cold is be­ 
lieved to have contributed to very deep frost penetration. 
It was 
verified in a way in spring by the length of time it took dirt and 
gravel roads to thaw out and was also revealed in the number of 
frost boils encountered.
